\HE original Inſtitution of Maſonry con- 
ſiſted on the Foundation of the Liberal 
x and Sciences, but more eſpecially on the 
Fifth, viz. Geometry, For, at the Building of 
the Tower of Babel, the Art and Myſtery of 
Maſonry was firſt introduced, and from thence 
handed down by Euclid, a worthy and excellent 
Mathematician of the Zgyptians, and he com- 


municated it to Hiram, the Maſter Maſon con- 


cerned in the Building of. Slomon's Temple in 
Feruſalem ; where was an excellent and curious 


Maſon that was the Chief under the Grand- 


Maſter Hiram, whoſe Name was Mannon Grecus - 
Who taught the Art of Maſonry to one Carolus 
Marcel, in France, who was afterwards. elected = 
King of France; and from thence was brought 
into England in the Time of King A:hel/tan, 
who ordered an Aſſembly to be held once every 
Fear at York; which was the firſt Introduction 
of it into England, and Maſans v were made 1 in the ;

not been heard of till within theſe few Years: 
No conſtituted Lodges or Quarterly Communica- 


tions were heard of till 1691, When Lords 


and Dukes, Lawyers and Shopkeepers, and other 
inferior Tradeſmen, Porters not excepted, 


were admitted into this Myſtery, or no Myttery.
